The sharp crack of the gavels and 
solemn prayers of the chaplains In 
both the senate and th e house of 
representativ es ushered in the new 
session which is to deal chiefly with 
supply bills and appropriations for 
conducting the government durin g 
th e next fiscal year. 


The entire setting 
was 
changed 
and new ch aracters were ready in the 
leading 
roles. 
Distinguished 
old 
faces were removed by th e hand of 
Death in the six months ainee ad­ 
journm ent. Everywhere th e impres­ 
sion th a t a new regime is shortly 
coming into power was obvious. 
“ I 
In the senate William lf. lintier, 
w ho led the political 
ca m paign 
of 
President Coolidge to victory,- sat in 
th e place formerly occupied by the 
distinguished figure of H enry Cahot 
Lodge. 
Nearby were th e familiar 
faces of Senator James W adsw orth of 
New 
York, 
who 
may 
ascend 
to 
Lodge’s leadership of the republican 
majority, and Senator 
W illiam 
E. 
Borah, the silver-tongued statesm an 
who is to sit in Lodge's c h a ir at the 
head of the im portant foreign rela­ 
tions committee. 


In the third row on the Republican

cans sat Senator Robert M. LaFol- 
lette, the man who led a presidential 
movement against the tw o old major 
parties and polled nearly 5,000,000 
votes. 
Some of his friends were 
th e re — Senator Burton K. Wheeler, 
th e young democratic a t to r n e y who 
ra n as vice-president 
w ith 
^ F o l ­ 
lette; Senator Smith W. Brookhart, 
w ho succeeded in re-electing himself 
in Iowa by th e slenderest of m ajo ri­ 
ties, and S enator Magnug Johnson, 
th e dirt farm er from Minnesota, who 
w e n t down in defeat.

None of the actual veterans of the 
W ar of 1812 are still alive, but the _ 
Pension Bureau is paying pensions to i 
29 widows of veterans of th a t war. 
The oldest pensioner on the roll* is 
Mahala Huff, of Louisa, Kentucky, 
widow of Ja m es Huff, a private in 
the Virginia Militia in the W a r of 
1812. 
She is 105 years old and u n ­ 
til she dies will d raw $30 a month 
from the government.

Ah all wages for engineers and fire­ 
men are graduated on the basis of the
